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At  its  March  22nd  meeting.the  All-College  Council,  consisting  of  five  students, 
five  faculty  members,  and  five  administrators,  voted  to  make  a  public  statement 
designed  to  clarify  and  correct  certain  misunderstandings  that  have  arisen  about 
the  recent  question  of  an  appropriate  registration  procedure  for  this  campus. 
The  Council  feels  it  to  be  most  regretable  that  such  confusion  should  arise  in 
the  public's  thought  about  what  has  actually  happened  here  during  the  past  weeks. 
Therefore,    the    following  facts   are   set  forth  to  help  in  clarifying  the  issues. 

There  has  been  concern  and  dissatisfaction  among  students,  faculty  and  ad- 
ministration with  the  registration  system  during  the  past  few  years.  The  thousands 
of  students  who  had  to  make  changes  in  their  programs  provided  the  basis  for 
the  administration's  recent  attempt  to  model  a  new  registration  system  which 
would  provide  "conflict  free  scheduling."  The  recent  acquisition  by  the  college 
of  a  new  computer  made  it  possible  for  Fitchburg  State  College  to  design  its 
own  computerized  registration  sytem  rather  than  relying  on  an  expensive  Worces- 
ter based  system.  The  Committee  doing  the  planning  consisted  of  the  Academic 
Dean,  the  Registrar,  the  Data  Processing  Manager,  several  other  administrators 
and  a  faculty  member. 

When  plans  had  reached  a  fairly  advanced  stage,  the  Dean  presented  the  new 
registration  proposal  on  February  23rd  to  a  meeting  of  department  chairman  for 
their  discussion.  This  new  procedure  was  to  become  effective  this  spring.  Va- 
rious chairmen  gave  their  views  on  the  plan. 

At  just  about  this  time,  rumor  of  the  proposal  came  to  the  attention  of  a  num- 
ber of  students.  Several  students  representing  student  government  went  to  the 
Dean  to  ask  if  what  they  had  heard  was  essentially  true.  The  Dean  confirmed  that 
such  a  proposal  was  under  consideration.  When  asked  if  students  might  be  in- 
volved in  making  the  plans  for  a  procedure  which  would  obviously  have  consider- 
able effect  on  their  futures,  it  was  indicated  that  the  matter  was  strictly  adminis- 
trative. However,  a  series  of  four  informal  meetings  were  subsequently  held 
with  the  Dean. 

The  Academic  Dean  and  the  Registrar  met  with  the  Educational  Affairs  Com- 
mittee of  the  All-College  Council  on  March  2nd,  to  discuss  the  proposal.  At 
this  meeting,  the  Dean  made  clear,  as  he  had  at  previous  meetings,  that  the  add- 
and-drop  period  of  three  weeks  at  the  beginning  of  a  semester,  currently  in 
existence,  whereby  a  student  could  drop  an  instructor  or  a  time  slot  and  switch 
to  another  instructor  and  time  would  still  be  in  effect  for  at  least  three  weeks 
at  the  beginning  of  a  semester  under  the  proposed  plan. 

At  the  students'  request,  a  general  assembly  of  all  members  of  the  college 
community  was  arranged  fcr  March  9th  in  order  to  discuss  the  new  policy  with 
those  who  proposed  it.  Much  information  about  the  new  policy  was  clarified. 
However,  there  was  strong  opposition  to  the  new  registration  policy.  The  main 
reasons  for  opposition  were  that  students  would  have  limited  freedom  in  choosing 
their  instructors  and  times  in  multi-section  courses  and  that  faculty  and  students 
were  not  involved  in  the  development  of  the  new  registration  policy. 

As  a  result  of  this  meeting,  the  Dean  agreed  to  meet  with  a  committee  repre- 
senting all  parties  to  discuss  the  question  further. 

On  Tuesday,  March  14th,  and  again  on  Thursday,  March  16,  the  committee  of  stu- 
dents, faculty  and  administrators  met  to  discuss  the  problem  and  to  make  recom- 
mendations about  the  next  steps  to  be  taken.  At  another  general  assembly  that 
same  Thursday,  the  Dean  made  the  following  policy  statement:  "This  is  to  let 
you  know  that  after  meetings  with  representatives  from  all  areas  of  the  college 
community  it  was  decided  to  return  IN  TOTO  for  the  coming  semester  to  the  re- 
gistration procedure  as  it  has  been  operated  in  the  recent  past.  Within  the  next 
week  a  committee  will  be  organized  representing  the  respective  bodies  on  campus 
(students,  faculty,  administration)  to  work  on  the  problem  of  registration." 
This  committee  is  being  organized  by  the  respective  groups  and  will  meet 
shortly. 

Regretably,  an  act  that  has  been  condemned  by  the  students  of  this  college 
in  a  policy  statement  written  by  Mr.  Robert  Holzmann,  President  of  the  Stu- 
dent Government  Association,  and  Mr.  Timothy  Stewart,  student  representative 
to  the  All-College  Council,  took  place  sometime  before  the  release  of  this  policy 
statement.  Acid  was  thrown  into  the  college  computer.  The  students  on  campus 
do  not  condone  the  damage  done  to  the  computer  by  whoever  did  it.  The  students 
at  Fitchburg  State  College  do  not  accept  this  type  of  action.  The  fact  that  this  act 
was  condemned  by  H-.e  udents  was  never  publicly  reported,  but  copies  of  the 
statement  were  circulated  on  the  campus  and  copies  had  been  given  to  the  press. 

W  hile  students  and  faculty  were  concerned  that  the  spirit  of  cooperation  that 
has  been  stressed  in  statements  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  has  not  been  fulfilled, 
it  now  appears  that  such  joint  effort  will  be  undertaken  to  bring  about  a  new 
registration  procedure  in  the  future. 

Furthermore,   the  Fitchburg  State  College  community  intends  to  continue  to 
mplement  the  p. 'icy  voted  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  State  College

ARMED  FORCES  DAY 


The  Fitchburg  area  Vietnam  Veterens 
Against  the  War  are  planning  a  two-day 
alternative  Armed  Forces  Day  celebra- 
tion to  be  held  May  19-21.  In  responce 
to  the  annual  Armed  Forces  Day  at  Fort 
Devens,  the  VVAW  and  the  Fort  Devens 
united  Front,  (a  coalition  of  GI's  and 
anti  war  civilians  operating  out  of  the 
Common  Sense  Bookstore  in  Ayer)  are 
planning  the  two-day  action  (Armed 
FARCES  Day)  as  an  opportunity  for  local 
(and  not  so  local)  people  to  demonstrate 
their  opposition  to  the  war  and 
AMERICA'S  world-wide  militarism. 
Events: 

Scheduled  for  the  two-day  celebration 
include: 

Thursday  afternoon,  May  18th  people 
will  set  up  camp  in  a  town  a  few  miles 
from  the  base.  Actions  for  the  next 
three  days  will  be  discussed. 

Friday,  May  19th  surrounding  towns 
will  rally  and  march  from  these  towns 
to  Verbeck  gate  at  Fort  Devens  to  leaf- 
let personel  coming  ofi  the  base,  and 
to  begin  a  Vigil.  Candles  will  be  lit 
representing  war  dead  from  each  town 
participating.  The  Vigil  will  continue 
through  till  Saturday. 

Beginning  on  Friday,  counter  Armed 
Farces  Day  exhibits  will  be  set  up  across 
the  street  from  the  main  gate  (Verbeck 
Gate).  These  will  include  GI  rights, 
student  draft  resistence,  military  and  tax 
resistence,  General  Armstrong  (Base 
Commander)  and  his  criminal  actions  in 
the  "Pheonix  Program",  Women  and  the 


Army,  and  a  literature  table  from  the 
Common  Sense  Book  Store. 

People  will  return  to  the  campgrounds 
on  Friday  at  6:30  p.m.  where  there 
will  be  food,  national,  community  and 
GI's  speaking,  planning  meeting  for 
Saturday  and  entertainment.  (Big 
names???) 

On  Saturday  people  will  march  to  the 
Main  gate  from  campsites  where  there 
will  be  a  rally  at  10:00  a.m.  Later 
in  the  day  people  will  be  on  base  to 
talk  with  GI's,  WAC's  and  the  visiting 
public.  At  4:30  festivities  will  end  and 
people  will  regroup  and  return  to  the 
camp  grounds  to  begin  aCELEBRATION 
OF  LIFE. 

Sunday:  arangements  are  being  made 
to  provide  visitors  for  stockade  pri- 
soners. Clean-up  of  the  camp  grounds 
will  also  be  organized. 

A  continuation  of  ANTI-WAR  activities 
will  depend  on  the  decisions  of  these 
particinating  in  the  two-day  festivities.

However, 
there  are  those,  and  again  we  all  have 
met  them  who  have  been  indoctrinated, 
brainwashed,  mesmerized,  by  the  former 
group  and  now  they  themselves  stand 
before  their  classes.  Having  been  im- 
bued with  a  kind  of  hypocrytic  oath 
as  to  what  is  necessary  to  be  a  good 
English  teacher,  they  proceed  to  preach 
the  gospel  of  grammar,  the,  very 
best  of  prose,  the  most  meaningful  and 
lasting  of  poetry  and  the  very  proper 
proper  right  way  to  write. 

If  student  teaching  taught  me  nothing 
else,  it  taught  me  that  youngsters  (no 
cross  that  out,) youngsters'  imaginations 
are  awakened  and  stimulated  by  a  tea- 
cher's own  enthusiastic  contagion.

Let  me  stop  before  this  becomes  what 
I  do  not  want  it  to  be,  a  thesis  in  bore- 
dom, in  preachery,  in  dullness,  and  pe- 
dantics.  (though  not  an  organized  and  in- 
tellectual ized  kind) 
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Do  you  like  kids?  Are  you  a  sensi- 
tive person  who  can  work  with  all  types 
of  people?  Are  you  equipped  to  cope 
with  the  many  challenging  situations  that 
inevitably  arise  in  a  house  of  twenty  or 
so  energetic,  mischievous  children?  If 
you  are,  we  need  you  desperately  at 
62  Day  Street,  Why  62  Day  Street,  be- 
cause this  is  the  location  of  Friendship 
Village. 

Friendship  Village  is  a  house  where 
children  between  the  ages  of  five  and 
fourteen  can  go  for  recreation  and  play 
on  a  friendly  basis.  We  need  students 
to  work  and  support  this  program.  We 
feel  the  Village  serves  a  definite  need 
in  the  community.  Friendship  has  be- 
come an  important  focal  point  for  the  im- 
mediate neighborhood.  It  has  established 
a  good  name  and  is  aplace  where  children 
can  go  for  friendship  and  activity. 

Many  of  the  children  involved  in  the 
program  come  from  homes  where  family 
problems  and  upheavals  develop  periodi- 
cally. The  House  for  them  has  become 


a  refuge.  The  students  who  participate 
in  this  program  must  have  dedication, 
patience  and  love.  We  need  resource- 
ful students  to  plan  activities,  students 
wno  know  now  to  handle  leadership  to 
get  the  children  to  work  and  to  coope- 
rate with  them. 

\Ve  originally  did  not  anticipate  the 
numbers  of  children  in  the  immediate 
neighborhood  that  wanted  to  participate 
in  Friendship's  program,  thus  it  is  easy 
to  have  chaos  in  the  house,  Ideally,  we 
would  also  like  students  who  would  be 
willing  to  work  on  a  one-to-one  basis. 

Friendship  needs  your  ,  talents  and 
time.  The  experience  you  would  gain 
there  would  be  rewarding  and  fulfilling 
and  certainly  contribute  to  the  future  of 
those  majoring  in  education.  Please  con- 
sider giving  a  day,  a  week,  or  whatever 
time  you  can  spare  to  this  most  worthy 
cause.

How  such  participation  in  the  development  of  policies  related  to  registration 
will  be  worked  out  and  at  what  points  the  participation  of  the  respective  bodies 
and  the  All-College  Council  should  occur  will  have  to  be  worked  out.  The  college 
aims  to  implement  another  decision  voted  by  its  Board  of  Trustees  at  the  same 
July  10,  1969  meeting, 
viz.; 

"That  the   Board  of   Trustees   of  State  Colleges  subscribes  to  the  principle 
that  each  college  community  including  its  president,  administration,  faculty, 
students   and   alumni,    should  develop  its  own  style  of  partnership  in  college 
governance,  with  such  written  procedures  as  are  necessary  and  effective  and 
in   accordance   with  broad  policies   established  by   the  Board  of  Trustees." 
Such   written  procedures   relating   to  registration   should  be  approved  by  the 
All-College   Council   of   Fitchburg  State  College   and   the  President  of  the  Col- 
lege. 

W  e   would   like   to  emphasize  that   students,   faculty,   and  administration  will 
continue  to  work  out  ways  to  create  a  genuine  partnership  in  college  governance.

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The  question  of  amnesty  is  now  a 
1972  election  issue,  but  in  Canada  there 
remain  many  exiled  Americans  who  are 
somewhat  less  than  ecstatic  over  the 
possibilities    of  returning   to  the   U.S. 

Aside  from  resentment  at  being  rele- 
gated to  political  footballs  after  many 
years  of  routine  condemnation  or  lack 
of  concern,  many  draftdodgers  and  de- 
serters in  Canada  find  as  yet  no  suit- 
able proposal  for  repatriation.  Nixon  ab- 
solutely says,  '-No".  Republican  Senator 
Robert  Taft,  Jr.  of  Ohio  wants  a  three- 
year  alternative  service  program;  Mc- 
Govern  vies  for  general  amnesty  for 
dodgers  and  selective  treatment  in  indi- 
vidual cases  of  desertion.  No  politi- 
cian speaks  of  unconditional  amnestyfor 
all  dodgers  and  deserters. 

In  February  of  this  year,  the  Toron- 
to Anti-Draft  Programme  (a  politically 
active  group  of  American  exiles)  issued  a 
statement  demanding  the  •  -withdrawal  of 
ALL  U.S.  personnel  and  equipment  from 
Indochina"  before  discussion  of  amnesty 
could  even  begin.  With  the  acceptance 
of  their  proposal  for  amnesty,  all  re- 
sisters,  dodgers,  and  deserters  would  be 


•allowed  toreturn  if  they  abroad,  allowed 
to  surface  if  they  are  underground, 
released  if  they  are  imprisoned,  without 
reprisal  (or)  loss  of  civil  liberties." 
Even  if  unconditional  amnesty  does 
come,  it  is  questionable  how  many  of 
the  exiles  in  Canada  will  return.  To- 
ronto's underground  paper,  Guerilla,  re- 
cently asked  exiles  to  write  them  as  to 
whether  or  not  they'd  immediately  re- 
turn to  the  U.S.  if  amnesty  were  granted. 
Only  ten  per  cent  of  those  who  responded 
said  they  would.  CBS  Mike  Wallace  of 
••Sixty  Minutes"  posed  the  same  question 
at  a  Montreal  Exile  Thanksgiving  dinner 
and  found  merely  three  out  of  the  one 
hundred  present  agreeable  to  the  pro- 
position. Many  deserters  and  dodgers 
find  it  ironically  distasteful  to  be  for- 
given for  actions  they  still  consider 
morally  correct.  Others  like  deserter 
Scott  L'dall,  son  of  tiie  former  U.S. 
Secretary  of  the  Interior,  will  stay  in 
Canada  because  life  feels  "freer."  Udall 
seems  to  articulate  the  feelings  of  many 
U.S.  exiles  in  Canada  when  lie  says, 
"I  won't  go  bac-K  there  to  live  again."

At  a  regular  meeting  of  the  S.G.A. 
Council  held  in  the  Science  Lecture  Hall 
on  Tuesday,  May  2,  1972,  with  presi- 
dent Alice  Seagull  in  the  chair  the  meet- 
ing was  called  to  order  at  6:45  p.m. 
The  minutes  of  the  previous  meeting  were 
read  and  approved.  Roll  was  called  and 
there  were  18  members  present,  5 
absent,  and  4  represented.  There  were 
2  committee  reports;  the  Financial  Com- 
mittee (Thorn  Hill)  recommended  that 
$2,000  be  transferred  into  the  Clean  Air 
Car  Fund  from  the  prior  year  carry- 
overs. The  Athletic  Council  (Joanne  Pel- 
letier)  reported  on  the  meeting  of  the 
Athletic  Council  in  which  track  fees, 
insurance,  and  the  Spring  Banquet  were 
discussed. 

Three  motions  were  voted  upon  by  the 
S.G.A.  Motion  #  37;  that  the  Council 
vote  on  2  faculty  advisors  for  the  aca- 
demic year  '72-' 73.  It  was  passed  un- 
animously. Dr.  Powers  and  Dr.  Laporte 
were  elected.   Motion  #38,   that  a  new 


S.G.A.  meeting  time  be  established  was 
defeated,  with  6  for,  13  against,  and 
2  abstentions.  Motion  #39  that  S.G.A. 
transfer  $2,000  from  prior  year  carry- 
overs to  the  Clean  Air  Car  Fund  was 
passed,  with  14  for,  3  against,  and  4 
abstaining.  There  being  no  more  business 
to  handle,  the  Council  adjourned  at

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THE  AIR  PIRATES  VS.  WALT  DISNEY 

WILL  THE  REAL  MICKEY  MOUSE  PLEASE  SHOOT  UP? 


Mickey  Mouse  running  dope  from  Mexico;  Donald  Duck  a  peeping  torn;  the 
Three  Little  Pigs  shooting  smack  and  molesting  kids:  Walt  Disney  must  be 
spinning  in  his  Tomb! 

At  least  that's  what  heirs  of  the  Disney  Empire  think.  Last  October  they 
sued  Hell  Comics  for  §700,000,  citing  "interference  with  copyright  and  trade- 
mark rights."  In  addition  they  charged  Dan  O'Neill,  Gary  Hallgren,  Bobby  Lon- 
don, and  Ted  Richards,  the  creators  of  "Mickey  Mouse  Meets  the  Air  Pirates 
Funnies"  with  • -defamation  of  character  and  blasphemy."  The  publication  of 
the  third  and  final  issue  of  their  "underground"  satire  of  The  Mouse  has  been 
held    up    pending    settlement    of    the   suit  now  before  a  San  Francisco  Federal 

Judge. 

•Disney  Studios  have  no  sense  of  humor,"  contends  Pirate  Ted  Richards. 
••They're  mad  we  did  a  better  job  than  they  could  ever  do.  We  have  more  brains 
and  imagination.  They  know  we  don't  have  any  money.  They  just  want  to  stop  us." 
"Mickey  Mouse  is  an  outrageous  capitalist  ripoff,"  says  Bobby  London. 
"It's  sugar-coated  pap  geared  to  conservative  American  politics.  In  some  strips 
during  the  '50's  they  had  Mickey  Mouse  working  for  the  CIA.  The  drawings  are 
all  done  by  studio  artists,  none  of  whom  show  any  sign  of  individuality." 

The  Pirate  artists  say  that  Disney  himself  ripped  off  "  The  Mouse"  from  his 
original  partner,  an  artist  named  H.B.  Iwerks.  According  to  The  Pirates,  the 
two  originally  owned  a  Kansas  City  ad  agency  when  they  decided  to  go  into  car- 
tooning. Iwerks  dreamed  up  the  characters  and  did  the  artwork  while  Disney 
handled  the  business  side.  Later,  Disney  allegedly  gave  Iwerks  the  brush. 
"Disney  himself  couldn't  draw,"  says  London.  "He  couldn't  even  sign  the  fancy 
signature  that's  supposed  to  be  his  trademard." 

The  four  underground  artists  prepared  for  more  than  a  year  before  launching 
their  Mickey.  Their  homework  included  poring  through  old  Disney  comics  of  the 
1930's  and  perfecting  their  style.  "The  mouse  was  actually  a  spunky  character 
back  then,"  says  London,  "but  along  the  way  he' s  been  so  standardized  he' s 
lost  all  his  personality."  According  to  The  Pirates,  the  mouse  has  a  certain 
line  which  is  hard  to  master.  Artists  who  cannot  draw  it  are  flunked  out  of  the 
Disney  Studio  Art  School.  The  underground  cartoonists  could  have  avoided  a  suit 
by  simply  changing  the  name  of  the  mouse  or  by  merely  changine  one  letter  in 
his  name.  "But  that  would  have  been  a  cop-out,"  says  Richards.  "We  wanted 
to  be  out  front  and  use  the  magic  name  Mickey  Mouse." 

In  the  arguments  for  their  defense,  the  Air  Pirates  contend  that  the  character 
is  now  part  of  an  American  myth  which  is  imbedded  deep  in  practically  every- 
one's consciousness.  In  defense  of  The  Pirate's  right  to  satirize  public  property, 
some  notable  experts  on  satire  have  entered  legal  affidavits  for  The  Pirates, 
they  include  the  Mad  editor,  Al  Feldstein,  The  Realist's.  Paul  Krassner,  and  Art 
Hoppe  of  The  San  Francisco  Chronicle. 

While  waiting  for  the  court's  decision,  all  four  of  the  cartoonists  are  busy  on 
other  projects.  O'Neill  has  his  own  comic  books  featuring  Bucky  Bug  and  var- 
ious other  sex-crazed  insects.  At  the  moment  he  is  in  Northern  Ireland  working 
on  a  new  project.  According  to  his  co-conspirators,  it  will  combine  "cartoons 
with  journalistic  reporting."  O'Neill  attained  some  measure  of  success  with 
Northern  California  comic  strip  fans.  For  seven  years  his  strip  "Odd  Bodkins" 
ran  in  the  San  Francisco  Chronicle.  But  by  1970  it  was  "too  freaky"  and  was 
kicked  out. 

The  other  three  cartoonists  are  part  of  a  comic  book  collective  which  puts 
out  Coconut  Comix.  The  collective  also  includes  artists  Gary  King,  Scott  Judge, 
Larry  Todd,  W  illie  Murphy  and  Shary  Flenniken.  The  group  has  already  published 
several  books,  the  latest  featuring  Dopin'  Dan. 

Ted  Richards,  who  does  the  "Dopin'  Dan"  strip,  is  the  son  of  a  Green  Beret 
and  is  an  expert  on  the  minutest  details  of  military  life.  His  father,  a  career 
soldier,  is  still  a  gung-ho  patriot,  and  doesn't  know  about  his  son's  satires  of 
Army  life.  "Dopin'  Dan"  is  drawn  in  old  1940' s  Sad  Sack  style,  but  the  content 
is  all  modern,  from  Dan  blowing  grass  through  his  rifle  barrel,  to  militant  GI's 
fragging  the  brass,  It's  "tod  ay's  action  Army"  much  more  than  is  "Beetle  Bailey," 
where  the  Vietnam  war  has  never  been  mentioned.  Richards  also  does  a  strip 
called  "Zeke  the  Wolf"  in  which  the  big  bad  wolf  is  a  revolutionary  out  to  get 
the  Tiree  Little  Pigs, 

Bobby  London  is  the  creator  of  "dirty  Djck"  and  "Merton  of  the  Movement." 
Both  are  drawn  in  the  style  close  to  that  of  George  Harriman's  "Krazy  Kat," 
popular  with  intellectuals  in  the  1930' s.  London  has  wanted  to  be  a  cartoonist 
ever  since  he  can  remembsr.  While  growing  up  in  Brooklyn,  his  dream  was  to 
work  for  Disney  Studio,  From  early  childhood,  he  had  "mouse  flashes":  images 
of  Minnie  Mouse  would  pop  into  his  head  while  he  was  sitting  in  school  or  church. 
He  was  also  influenced  by  Popeye,  The  Three  Stooges,  and  Stan  Laurel,  with 
whom  he  corresponded  regularly  for  four  years, 

London  tried  to  break  in  with  some  pseudo-hip  magazines  in  New  York,  but 
couldn't  get  anything  published  till  he  went  to  New  York's  underground  press, 
The  Rat.  Eventually,  he  left  that  for  Berkeley  and  The  Tribe.  "I  tried  to  keep  up 
on  their  political  trip,"  he  says.  "But  the  way  it  was  going  the  only  logical 
step  was  to  take  up  guns  and  start  shooting,  and  I  wasn't  ready  for  that."  London 
left  the  paper  when  it  became  too  much  of  a  hassle  getting  the  strip  approved 
for  the  right  "political  line."  Like  many  artists  those  in  the  Coconut  collective 
are  down  on  underground  papers  for  trying  to  "censor"  cartoonists  to  fit  into 
a  defined  political  trip.  London  was  especially  subject  to  that  since  his  "Merton 
of  the  Movement"  pokes  fun  at  everyone  connected  with  alternative  lifestyles 
from  women's  lib  and  heavy  politicos  to  radical  journalists  and  music-zonked 
dope  freaks. 

Sherry  Flenniken  does  a  strip  called  "Toots  and  Bonnis."  The  style  is  1920's 
but  the  content  is  modern  thought  much  more  gentle  than  in  other  underground 
cartoons.  Sherry  was  thrown  out  of  a  Seattle  art  school  for  being  the  only  one 
to  go  on  strike  during  the  Cambodia  invasion.  Since  then  she's  worked  for  a 
Seattle  underground  paper  and  SunDance  magazine. 

Willie  Murphy  created  Harry  Kirschner  and  other  strange  bit-nosed  characters 
long  familiar  to  readers  of  the  alternative  press.  Murphy  was  a  straight  New 
York  ad  man  before  he  dropped  acid  three  years  ago  and  split  the  next  day.  He 
had  extensive  training  from  the  Rhode  Island  School  of  Art.  At  one  time,  he  tried 
to  break  into  the  big-time  comic  strip  syndicates.  "If  you  show  them  something 
that  doesn't  relate  to  a  strip  already  making  money,  they  don't  want  it,"  he  says. 
"Thay  have  to  be  kicked  into  the  future,  and  then  they  take  sole  credit  for  any- 
thing that  succeeds." 

Murphy  doesn't  particularly  like  the  "Doonesbury"  strip  currently  popular 
with  college  students.  "Sure  it's  more  liberal,"  he  says,  "but  it's  still  safe. 
The  guy  has  a  prep  school  mentality  and  a  little  longer  string.  If  the  strip  really 
dared  to  say  anything  effective  it  would  be  gone  the  next  day." 

All  of  the  artists  at  Coconut  Comix  are  deep  into  the  past  history  of  American 

comic  art.  They  are  thoroughly  professional  in  their  research  and  can  duplicate 

almost   any   style,      "San   Francisco  has   always  been  a  center  for  cartoonists, 

from  Hud  Fisher  who  did  the  original  Mutt  and  Jeff  strip  at  the  turn  of  the  century 

to  Rube  Goldgerg,  Charles  Schultz,  and  now  a  whole  set  of  underground  artists."

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POW'S  ? 


At  most,  there  may  be  600  POWS. 
That  number  represents  less  then  one 
thousandth  of  one  percent  of  the 
310,000  wounded.  For  every  POW,  there 
are  more  then  600  GI's  that  have  lost 
arms,  legs,  or  guts. 

Who  are  they?  Some  of  the  wounded 
are  good  buddies.  They  are  young,  of 
high  school  background  and  too  unsophis- 
ticated to  resist  the  draft  successfully. 
Almost  without  exception,  they  are  draft- 
ees. And  they  are  part  of  the  15^ 
of  the  GI's  that  ever  see  combat  in 
Vietnam.  On  the  other  hand,  the  pri- 
soners are  flyboys,  caught  bombing  the 
hell  out  of  Indochina. 

In  short,  the  POW's  volunteered  to 
bomb:  no  one  is  drafted  into  the  cult 
of  a  flyboy.  Have  you  ever  walked  over 
a  land  where  nothing  will  ever  grow 
again?  Have  you  ever  witnessed  the  dis- 
figurement of  kids,  women  and  old  men, 
scarred  and  crippled  for  the  remainder 
of  their  short  lives?  Neither  have  the 
flyboys  who  caused  these  effects. 

The  POW's  received  benefits  of  pres- 
tige, pay  and  power.  Now,  they  are 
receiving  benefits  of  publicity,  pity  and 
public  outrage.  This  money  and  time 
should  be  directed  to  the  wounded.  Why? 
Because  those  who  sacrificed  the  most 
are  now  getting  the  least,  and  those  who 
sacrificed  the  least  are  now  getting  the 
most.  Never  have  prisoners  been  re- 
patriated before  hostilities  ended.  If  you 
want  them  home,  end  the  war.  Ad- 
mitedly,  it's  easier  to  face  the  problems 
naif  a  world  awa\  then  to  face  one  right 
ne re  and  now. 

vVnat  can  you  do  to  help  the  wounded? 
Tne  first  thing  is  to  give  a  damn. 
What  good  is  your  moral  indignation  about 
the  war?  So  what  if  you  knew  the  score 
seven  years  ago?  Are  you  going  to 
ignore  thembecause  they  might  embarass 
you?  The  second  thing  you  can  do  is 
to  visit  the  nearest  military  or  Veterans 
Administration  hospital.  In  Vietnam, 
GI's  refer  to  the  States  as  the  world. 
The  world  they  grew  up  in  and  hope  to 
return  to.  You  represent  the  world, 
bring  it  to  them.  So  what  if  you  do  not 
know  anyone'.1  You  will  after  your  first 
visit.  Find  out  their  needs  and  try  to 
fulfill  them.  Little  things  mean  a  lot 
when  your  confined  in  bed. 

Long  after  the  war  ends,  the  POW's 
will  be  home  and  the  wounded  will  be 
with  usc  They  deserve  all  the  attention 
and  help  we  can  give  them.  Let's  get 
with  it.   Now.

With  the  grand  re-opening  of  the  draft 
lottery,  or  Draft-Bottled-Ass,  free 
thinking  males  may  again  be  placed  on 
the  threshhold  of  a  dilemma:  whether  to 
try  to  beat  the  system,  or  to  run  from 
it.  First,  assume  for  the  sake  of 
coherence,  a  common  resolve  to  stay 
out  of  the  armed  forces  at  any  cost. 
But,  Christ:  how  to  do  it?  Because  ad- 
vice is  illegal,  let  me  remind  you  of  a 
story.  It  could  have  happened  to  any- 
one. It  may  have  happened  to  me. 

I  had  been  teasing  destiny  for  a  long 
time.  My  2-S  student  deferment  had  run 
out  because  my  progress  was  abnormal. 
My  number  was  191  in  the  first  year 
that  the  call  went  up  to  195.  I  began 
receiving  threatening  notices  to  appear 
with  my  body  just  for  fun  &  humilia- 
tion. 

First  thing,  of  course,  I  tried  just 
about  everything  with  my  local  board. 
I  met  the  ladies.  I  met  the  Board. 
Gathered  words  for  both  of  them.  And 
nothing.  Either  no  one  made  the  rules 
or  else  she  was  just  a  clerk.  Meanwhile 
the  threatening  letters  continued.  Kid, 
bring  your  body  down  for  us  to  have 
a  look  &  see. 

So,  I  tried  draft  counsellors  next. 
I  want  to  stay  out,  I  said.  And  they  had 
a  special  on  Conscientious  Objectors: 
Twelve  fabulous  months  and  after  that, 
who  knows?  Perhaps  you've  got  a  me- 
dical history  of  leprosy  or  anal  fungi- 
nitus.  But  I  didn't.  Well,  then,  have  you 
heard  about  the  European  plan?  Finally, 
I  told  them,  Christ!  I  want  to  stay  out 
totally!  At  all!  They  said  they  would 
work  on  it  and  to  come  back  in  a  week 
or  so.  But  the  letters  never  let  up,  so... 

I  checked  around,  myself.  Hey,  man, 
drop  89  hits  of  this  pure  LSD,  smoke 
your  thumb  &  walk  right  in.  Never  take 
you,  man.  Sure,  but  I  had  heard  stories 
about  the  California  Armed  Forces  En- 
trance &  Examination  Stations,  espe- 
cially the  one  in  Los  Angeles.  You  can 
die  in  the  arms  of  the  examining  phy- 
sician and  they  still  keep  you  three  days 
to  cool  off  or  sit  up.  No,  I  needed  some- 
thing with  lasting  vulgarity. 

So  I  checked  around  some  more.  I 
talked  to  smack  freaks,  some  dodgers, 
some  queers.  I  talked  to  some  really 
crazy  people.  Hey,  man,  I  said,  whad' 
joudo  to  stay,  man.  I  jerked  off  inna 
shrink's  show,  man.  Crazy.  But  then  I 
talked  to  one  dude,  ol'  buddy  of  mine, 
who  got  a  1-Y  deferment  with  an  ob- 
scene tattoo.  And  he  did  it  in  LA.  No 
shit.  I  read  the  statute  myself  from  the 
pages  of  the  Armed  Forces  Procurement 

Standards,  where  it  says:'- any  tattoo 

on  any  part  of  the  body,  which  in  the 
opinion  of  the  examining  physician,  is 
obscene  or  so  extensive  on  exposed  parts 
of  the  body  as  to  be  considered  unsight- 
ly,   is    administratively    disqualified." 

No  shit.  So,  one  night  some  two  weeks 
before  my  pre- induction  physical,  with 
pain-killers  &  tranquilizers  &  a  few 
scotch  &  sodas,  I  went  down  to  the 
Pike  in  Long  Beach.  No  shit.  Nothing 
Below  the  wrist  or  ankle.  But,  they 
would  do  LP  NLXON's  DRAFT  under  a 
BAD  middle  finger--the  same  way  my 
ol'  buddy  got  out.  I  was  overcome  with 
joy  and  had  to  sit  down.  Ten  minutes 
later  &  nearh  painless,  my  tattoo  is 
so  beautiful  and  just  §15. 


WHO 
INVADED     WHOM 


The  State  Department  has  called  the 
current  Vietnamese  offensive  an  "inva- 
sion" and  an  "act  of  agression"  against 
South  Vietnam. 

To  those  who  do  not  know  the  back- 
ground of  the  Vietnam  war,  this  view 
might  seem  to  have  some  merit.  But 
on  close  inspection,  one  can  see  that  the 
United  States  is  the  real  invader  in 
Vietnam. 

Unfortunately  for  the  State  Depart- 
ment, there  exists  something  known  as 
the  Geneva  Agreement  of  1954,  which 
was  signed  by  seven  nations,  after  Ho 
Chi  Minn's  Vietminh  army  defeated  the 
French  at  Dienbienphy. 

The  Geneva  Agreement  clearly  states 
that  all  of  Vietnam  is  one  nation.  Al- 
though a  demarcation  line  was  set  up 
between  the  northern  zone  of  Vietnam 
and  the  southern  zone,  the  Agreement 
states  that  "the  military  demarcation 
line  is  provisional  and  should  not  in 
any  way  be  interpreted  as  constituting 
a    political    or    territorial   boundary." 

On  either  side  of  this  "Temporary" 
demarcation  line,  the  Agreeme.it  pro- 
vided for  a  "demilitarized  zone"  five 
kilometers  (about  three  miles)  wide. 
Ho  Cni  Minn  agreed  to  pull  his  victo- 
rious troops  north  of  this  temporary 
demilitarized  zone,  until  elections  could 
be  held  in  all  of  Vietnam.  The  elections 
were  scheduled  for  July,  1956. 

The  Geneva  Agreement  was  signed  by 
the  Democratic  Republic  of  (North)  Viet- 
nam, Laos,  Cambodia,  the  USSR,  France, 
the  People's  Republic  of  China,  Great 
Britain,  and  something  called  the  State 
of  Vietnam,  in  which  the  French  had  set 
up  a  puppet  government  in  the  closing 
stages  of  the  war. 

The  understanding  at  Geneva  was  that 
Vietnam  was  to  be  REUNITED,  and  be- 
come an  independent  and  NEUTRAL  na- 
tion. To  this  end,  foreign  troops,  equip- 
ment, and  military  bases  were  express- 
ly prohibited.  Foreign  nations  were 
enjoined  from  interfering  in  the  inter- 
nal political  affairs  of  Vietnam,  and 
military   alliances   with  other  nations. 

Of  all  the  nations  participating  at  Ge- 
neva, only  the  United  States  refused  to 
sign  the  agreement,  because,  as  Presi- 
dent Eisenhower  noted,  "the  Agreement 
contains  features  which  we  do  no  like. 00" 

The  U.S.  soon  set  out  to  subvert  the 
Agreement,  which  had  ended  eight  years 
of  war.  With  the  help  of  CIA  agents 
Colonel  Edward  Landsdale,  the  U.S. 
installed  Ngo  Dinh  Diem  as  head  of 
the  "State  of  Vietnam,"  an  entity  that 


was  to  be  dissolved  with  the  1956  elec- 
tions. 

Shortly  afterwards,  American  military 
equipment,  and  "advisers"  began  arriv- 
ing in  the  southern  part  of  Vietnam. 
The  U.S.  had,  within  six  months,  broken 
two  points  of  the  Agreement. 

Using  the  American  equipment,  Diem 
began  moving  against  former  Vietnamese 
resistance  fighters,  people  who  had 
fought  against  the  French,  and  before  that 
the  Japanese,  but  had  chosen  to  live  in 
the  south.  Many  were  killed  and  tortured, 
another  violation  of  the  Geneva  Agree- 
ment. 

With  U.S.  Secretary  of  State  John  Fos- 
ter Dulles  created  the  Southeast  Asia 
Treaty  Organization  (SEATO),  Diem's 
government  became  a  part  of  it.  By 
early  1956,  Diem  was  openly  saying  that 
there  would  be  no  elections.  The  reason 
was  stated  quite  candidly  by  President 
Eisenhower  who  remarked  that  if  the 
elections  were  held,  "Ho  Chi Minh  would 
get  80%  of  the  vote."  The  elections 
were  never  held. 

In  the  late  fifties,  the  National  Lib- 
eration Front  of  South  Vietnam  was 
formed.  By  1955,  its  armed  forces 
were  on  the  verge  of  taking  control  of 
the  entire  country.  Between  March  and 
August  of  1965,  the  U.S.  rushed  more 
than  100,000  troops  into  Vietnam  along 
with  guns,  planes  ,  and  helicopters.  It 
began  building  huge  military  bases  there. 

Finally,  in  April  1972,  almost  sixteen 
years  after  the  "provisional"  demarca- 
tion line  was  to  disappear,  the  U.S. 
says  that  soldiers  from  the  north  have 
swept  over  it. 

Was  that  an  invasion,  or  did  the  in- 
vasion occur  when  the  U.S.  interfered 
in  Vietnam's  internal  affairs  in  1954 
and  set  up  Diem,  and  then  sent  in  mili- 
tary equipment  to  back  him  jp?  Or 
did  it  occur  when  the  elections  were 
cancelled,  and  the  demarcation  line  be- 
came permanent,  although  the  Geneva 
Agreement  said  this  was  not  to  happen? 

Possibly  the  real  invasion  occured  in 
1965  with  the  massive  build-up  of  U.S. 
troops,  again  in  violation  of  the  Gene- 
va Agreements,  or  maybe  it  took  place 
with  the  U.S.  began  its  massive  bombing 
campaign. 

Personally,  I  think  the  North  Vietna- 
mese showed  great  restraint.  They 
waited  almost  sixteen  years  before 
sweeping  across  a  line  that  was  to  dis- 
appear in  195S. 

I  hope  they  make  it  all  the  way  to 
Saigon. 


Well,  was  I  proud  when  I  walked  down 
Wilshire  Blvd.  that  early  morning.  I 
got  a  tattoo!  But,  Christ!  nobody  even 
listened.  I  got  this  obscene  tattoo,  UP 
NLXON's  DRAFT!  What's  it  mean,  Kid? 
I  sure  don't  know.  You  look  fine  to  me 
Kid.  And  what  statute?  So,  I  showed 
them  the  statute  and  they  told  me, 
that's  an  administrative  problem,  Kid. 
Take  it  up  with  your  draft  board.  Next. 

Shit.   I  was  really  down   after   that.

JOHN  KERRY  SPEAKS 


It  is  nice  to  see  national  politics 
returning  to  normal,  with  no  one  but  the 
candidates  and  the  vested  interests  show- 
ing much  awareness  of  the  coming  pres- 
idential election.  Back  in  1964  Barry 
Goldwater  had  all  the  lukewarm  liberals 
scared  out  of  their  minds  that  he  and 
his  brand  of  19th  century  liberalism 
and  Teddy  Rooseveltforeign  policy  might 
win.  How  good  old  LBJ  was  in  '64, 
how  popular  he  was  on  college  cam- 
puses. You  may  remember  good  old 
LBJ,  the  "peace"  candidate.  Ofcourse, 
thanks  to  the  Pentagon  Papers  we  now 
know  he  was  preparing  to  move  into 
Vietnam  in  force  as  soon  as  he  was 
assured  of  a  full  term  in  the  White 
House.  (For  that  matter,  if  you  be- 
lieve Jack  Anderson  and  his  "secret" 
papers,  we  just  avoided  going  into  World 
War  III  last  Christmas  under  our  pre- 
sent "peace"  president.) 

The  surprising  thing  about  this  cam- 
paign has  been  the  refusal  of  the  peace 
issue  to  melt  away.  It  does  seem 
that  after  ten  years  of  war,  unlimited 
bombing  of  all  parts  of  Indochina  to 
the  tune  of  three  and  a  half  times 
the  tonnage  of  bombs  dropped  in  World 
War  II  (that  old-fashioned  distant  war 
of  25  years  ago),  the  hiring  of  whole 
armies  of  mercenaries,  and  the  esta- 
blishment of  the  modern  electronic 
battlefield  (so  usable  to  ensure  calm  in 
our  own  high  crime  areas),  that  this 
great  nation  would  have  either  knocked 
out  the  enemy  or  the  domestic  popu- 
lation we  have  been  defending.  No, 
the  Reds  keep  coming  to  certain  des- 
truction and  spokesmen  on  our  own  side 
prove  that  we  are  not  practicing  geno- 
cide because  the  population  of  South 
Vietnam  is  larger  today  than  it  was  ten 
years  ago.  (What-no  pill?) 

What  was  left  of  the  war  issue  should 
have  been  knocked  into  a  cocked  hat 
when  President  Nixon  pulled  the  cover 
off  the  "secret"  peace  talks  that  have 
been  going  on.  When  Senator  Muskie, 
the  converted  hawk  of  1968,  made  some 
critical  remarks  about  Mr.  Nixon's  eight 
point  peace  plan,  the  Administration 
really  gave  it  to  him  good.  The  Secre- 
tary of  State  lashed  out  first,  followed 
by  the  chief  of  the  White  House  staff 
who  made  it  clear  on  the  Today  Show 
that  Senator  Muskie  and  other  critics 
of  the  war  were  "consciously  aiding  and 
abetting  the  enemies  of  this  country." 
We  now  know  who  the  traitors  are  in 
this  country.  Yet  the  war  issue,  now 
more  often  called  the  peace  issue,  keeps 
on  being  a  factor. 

Just  about  everyone  now  knows  that 
so  far  as  the  war  was  concerned  it 
didn't  matter  who  was  elected  in  1968, 
the  war  is  more  powerful  than  any 
party,  any  candidate,  any  move- 
ment. The  conviction  is  beginning  to 
grow  that  it  doesn't  matter  who  gets 
elected  in  1972,  the  few  really  anti- 
war candidates,  like  McCarthy,  Mc- 
Govern,  Chisholm,  McClosky,  and  maybe 
Lindsay,  are  out  of  the  race  if  you  be- 
lieve the  media.  Whoever  does  make 
the  Democratic  nomination  will  be  as 
much  a  prisoner  of  the  war  as  the  last 
four  presidents. 

To  be  realistic,  the  interests  of  the 
people  really  never  stands  a  chance  when 
it  conies  to  the  welfare  of  the  vested 
interests.  Ordinary  people  don't  really 
care,  the  gigantic  sums  of  money  needed 
to  elect  candidates  comes  from  the 
people,  corporations,  and  unions  who 
have  something  to  protect.  Power  of 
all  types  in  this  country,  including  po- 
litical power,  has  always  carried  a  big 
price  tag  on  it.  President  Nixon  will 
explain,  as  the  campaign  runs  on,  (if, 
indeed,  anyone  will  bother  to  listen), 
how  much  he  has  done  for  the  consumer, 


the  working  man,  minority  groups  (yes, 
at  least  he  didn't  ship  them  all  back 
to  Africa,  although  he  has  shipped  e- 
nough  of  them  to  Asia!),  and  the  people 
in  general.  Yet,  the  Republican  Party 
will  not  be  hurting  for  funds  to  put  on 
its  usual  lavish  campaign.  To  be  sure, 
we  have  a  nice  new  limited  campaign 
spending  law  in  effect,  but  such  laws 
never  had  any  impact  in  the  past  and 
no  one  really  thinks  it  will  have  any 
effect  now. 

To  be  fair  to  President  Nixon  we 
have  to  admit  that  he  has  calmed  the 
nation.  The  problems  facing  the  country 
are  the  same  as  1968  but  people  are 
more  "realistic"  this  time.  What  a 
small  price  we  have  had  to  pay  for 
such  "calm":  a  few  students  shot,  a 
few  Black  Panthers,  a  few  priests  in 
federal  prison  and  a  few  other  clergy 
and  Blacks  waiting  trials.  We  have 
seemed  to  have  gotten  the  message  al- 
right, no  one  is  safe.  We  seem  to  have 
decided  that  we  can  bring  back  the  good 
old  fifties  just  by  wishing.  (Why  didn't 
they  play  "I'm  Nothing  But  A  Hound 
Dog"  at  the  Sunday  Concert?) 

Again,  to  be  frank,  we  still  have  the 
war  because  "the  people"  want  it.  What 
has  happened  to  the  anti-war  movement? 
The  radical  element  has  just  about  given 
up  (anyone  for  relief  to  the  IRA?),  and 
the  "responsible"  liveral  element  are 
out  running  with  their  candidates  for 
president.  American  deaths  are  way 
down  (Asian  deaths  mean  nothing),  the 
costs  of  the  war  remain  high  (but  we 
have  learned  that  any  money  saved  from 
the  war  has  to  go  for  nice  new  weapon 
systems  anyway),  and  the  draft  seems  to 
be  a  dead  letter  for  most  Americans. 

The  Peace  Movement  could  have  ended 
the  war  years  ago  if  it  had  wanted  to 
go  one  of  two  routes:  put  the  money 
it  spent  on  mass  marches,  etc.,  into 
paying  for  a  high  class  Madison  Avenue 
advertising  campaign  to  sell  peace  the 
way  we  sell  soap  in  this  country,  or 
to  have  committed  so  many  acts  of  ci- 
vil disobedience  that  the  prisons  would 
not  have  been  able  to  hold  them.  How 
could   we   have  held  captive  20,000,000 

Americans  if  even  a  tenth  of  the  nation 
had  been  willing  to  support  such  an 
action?  It's  too  late  now,  of  course. 
The  war  has  become  an  America  n 
institution  like  the  public  schools.  Both 
may  not  be  working  right  but  we  are 
not.  about  to  get  rid  of  either.  We  can't 
really  expect  anymore  of  a  choice  in 
1972  than  we  got  in  1968,  and  then  we 
got  a  n  echo.  We  are  not  going  to  get 
out  of  Indochina  until  we  get  our  way, 
and  our  way  is  nothing  short  of  victory. 
We  are  not  taling  about  a  military  vic- 
tory now,  but  what  our  goal  has  always 
been,  a  political  victory.  Since  the  war 
seems  to  be  just  as  much  an  institu- 
tion on  the  other  side  the  outlook  is 
that  Indochina  will  continue  until  World 
War  III  ends  all  war  on  this  planet. ' 
And  the  funny  thing  is  that  we  have  hated 
the  war  so  long  for  all  that  it  has  and 
is  doing  to  us  as  a  people,  we  are 
coming  to  love  it,  just  as  we  like  our 
movies  served  up  with  just  the  right 
amount  of  violence  (which  is  lots.  "Dirty 
Harry",  anyone?). 

This  is  not  an  apeal  for  action  on 
anyone's  part.  It  may  already  be  far 
too  late  for  activism  to  save  this  coun- 
try from  itself.  It's  just  a  way  of 
introducing  the  fact  that  we  no  longer 
have  to  wonder  why  our  parents  acted 
the  way  they  did  in  the  forties  and 
fifties-- we  are  alreadj  doing  the  same 
thing  ourselves.  No  wonder  "Power 
To  The  People"  has  become  a  filthy 
joke.  Anyone  who  uses  those  words 
had  better  take  a  serious  look  at  who 
the  people  are.  The  people  are  our- 
selves!

AT  WESTON  AUDITORIUM 


John  Kerry,  Democratic  Candidate  for 
Congress  in  the  5th  District,  spoke  be- 
fore a  gathering  of  more  than  300 
sociology  students  at  Weston  Auditorium. 
Student  enthusism  was  somewhat  sub- 
dued by  the  time  John  Kerry  arrived 
40  minutes  late. 

John  F.  Kerry,  former  spokesman  for 
the  Vietnam  Veterans  Against  the  War, 
stressed  the  issues  in  his  current  cam- 
paign during  a  brief  speech  and  imme- 
diatly  opened  the  podium  to  a  series 
of  questions  from  the  students. 

Responding  to  a  question  on  the  current 
offensive  in  Vietnam,  Mr.  Kerry  said 
that  if  South  Vietnam  can't  survive 
now,  they  will  never  be  able  to  survive. 
He  then  expressed  fears  that  President 
Nixon  may  make  a  tactical  blunder  in 
an  effort  to  prevent  an  "American  De- 
feat". In  an  obvious  reference  to  White 
House  policy,  Kerry  called  for  the 
removal  of  politicians  who  are  "lying 
to   the  people  just  to  stay  in  office." 

Kerry,  a  former  Naval  officer  in  Viet- 
nam and  a  graduate  of  Yale,  proposed 
that  the  G.I.  Bill  (Vietnam  Educational 


Benefits)  be  expanded  to  include  jobs 
under  the  Emergency  Employment  Act 
in  addition  to  an  increase  in  monthly 
payments. 

Kerry  then  called  for  a  National  "Push 
against  Pushers"  as  a  partial  solution 
to  the  drug  problem  in  America.  Stress- 
ing that  the  arrest  of  pushers  could 
not,  in  itself,  eliminate  the  drug  problem, 
he  called  for  more  methadone  treatment 
and  theraputic  communities.  Kerry  said 
that  drug  abuse  will  be  eliminated  only 
when  it  is  no  longer  a  "viable  alter- 
native" to  reality.  Kerry  pointed  out 
governmental  hypocracy  that  discharges 
a  man  from  the  military  for  drug  abuse 
and  then  refuses  to  make  treatment  a- 
vailalbe  to  him. 

Kerry  concluded  his  presentation  with 
a  statement  on  amnesty.  He  admitted 
that  he  was  undecided  between  uncondi- 
tional amnesty  and  conditional  amnesty 
with  a  year  alternative  service  require- 
ment, He  did  call  for  unconditional 
amnesty  for  those  now  in  prison  for 
draft  evasion.

Come  Home,  America,  to  that  sense 
of  community  that  opened  our  country 
and  gave  us  nationhood.  For  what  we 
need  most  of  all  is  the  assurance  that 
each  one  of  us  is  a  part  of  a  nation 
where  we  care  about  each  other.
